LAMP CIIMNEYS. , ; 
Every person who has had any experience with 
lamp chimneys is uware of the want of uniformity in 
the length of time they will stand use. Some will 
last for months, whilo others, apparently as sound 
and good, will break after a short use, without any 
apparent reason. The great cause of their being 
brittle and breaking so easily lies, it appears, in the 
material they are made from, ‘There is § shoddy 
in glass a8 well as in cloth. Cheapness being the 
order of the day, a great many manufacturers make 
chimneys from silicate of limo instead of silicate of 
lead. Tho uninitiated may tell the difference of the 
chimneys made of these different qualities of glass by 
ringing them; the vibration from the lead-glass 
chimney has a sweet, bell-like sound, whilst the limo 
glass has a short, harsh sound. The differenco of 
the cost of manufacture is only in material, about 
8d. per dozen. Another point is in annealing ; 
chimneys, as a gencral rule, are not annealed. Under 
a powerful microscope tho difference can bo scen in 
the glass; the particles in the annealed glass lie 


close and compact, while the unannealed seem ready 
to diverge.

Rice Cream.—This is an economical and agreeable substitute 
for custards or blanc-mange. Ingredients:—One pint and a 
half of new milk; two eggs ; four large tablespoonfuls of ground 
rice; a liqueur glass of British brandy ; a few drops of almond 
flavouring; half a teaspoonful of cinnamon—of course tho 
cinnamon is optional, some people disliking it extremely—and 
moist sugar to taste. Mix the cinnamon thoroughly with the 
rice, and add first the eggs well beaten, then the milk, and lastly 
the sugar, brandy, and flavouring. Pour the mixture into a 
perfectly clean pan, and let it remain on the fire till it has boiled 
about half a minuto, stirring a// the time, or it will lump and. 
burn; then pour into a basin, stir occasionally to prevent 
surface-scum, and when nearly cold, cover and set it in a cellar 
or cool place until wanted. Serve in cups or custard-glasses, 


Autwonpv Punprne, Baxep.—We have already given receipts 
for baked almond puddings, but the following, which is not 
very expensive when eggs are cheap, may prove useful to some 
of our readers. Blanch half a pound of almonds, beat them 
smooth in a mortar, add one tablespoonful of rose-water, one of 
cream, one large spoonfal of powdered biscuit, half a pound of 
sugar, seven eggs well beaten, and half a nutmeg. Bake half 
an hour in a buttered dish. 


Arps Puppine on Cxersecake.—Four ounces of grated 
apple, four ounces of loaf sugar, three ounces of butter, melted, 
five eggs, leaving out the whites: mix all well together, and 
add the rind and juice of a lemon, the rind to be rubbed on the 
sugar. Line a dish with paste and bake in a quick oven. To 
be eaten hot or cold. . 


Branvy Puppine.—Lino a mould with raisins, stoned, then 
with thin slices of French roll, then some ratafias or macaroons, 
and so on with tho fruit, rolls and cakes, in succession, until the 
mould is full, sprinkling in at times two glasses of brandy. 
Beat four eggs with a pint of milk or cream slightly swoetened, 
add half a nutmeg or the grated rind of half a lemon, pour over 
the pudding, tie it tight with a flowered cloth, and boilan hour. 
Serve with pudding sauce. 

Gincer Ecc Poupprnc.—Four ounces of flour, ono ounce of 
sugar, three quarters of a pint of milk, one egg, one teaspoonful 
of grated ginger ; mix well, and boil one hour. Serve with 
wine sauce. 

Curese-Curp Puppines.—Turn a gallon of milk with rennet ; 
drain off the whey ; put tho curd into a mortar with six ounces 
of fresh butter; beat it till the curd and butter are well incor- 
porated; then whisk the yolks of six eggs and the whites of 
three; strain them into the curd, and add three pounded maca- 
roons. Mix all together, and swecten to taste. Butter your 
patty pans and fill them. Bake in a moderate oven for seven. 
or ten minutes. When done turn them into a dish ; cut candied 
orange-peel into short lengths, and somo blanched almonds into 
long slips; stick them about the puddings; pour melted butter 
into the dish, and throw somo sifted sugar over all, 

Mxar Pir (Amorican),—Take some beef, veal, or chickens, 
rub with salt and a little pepper; cut into pieces; put into a 
kettle with cold water; cover closely, and stow one hour. 
Weigh two pounds of flour and sift it. Weigh three-quarters 
of a pound of lard and rub into the flour, until there are no 
lumps. Add two heaping teaspoonfuls of salt, and two medium~ 
sized tumblers of water. Mix up and roll out about a third of 
aninch thick. Rub a large pie-dish with lard. Line it with 
the pie crust, letting it come well over the edge, that it may not 
run down into the bottom of the dish, Roll out another crust, 
and turning a flat tin cover, about the size of tho top of the pie- 
dish, upside down, cover that with the crust, and, if you choose, 
ornament it with a wreath of leaves cut out of the crust. Also 
line a large pie-plate with another crust. Bake theso all a light 
brown. ‘ake a half teacup of wheat or corn flour. Pour in 
gradually ahalf teacup of water and stir it smooth. Pour it 
into the kettle of boiling meat and gravy, and stir it three or four 
minutes. Then dip out the meat and gravy into the pie-dish, 
until it is,half full, Lay in the crust from the pie-plate. Fill 
up tho dish with the meat and gravy, and lay on the ornamented 


The Aseful Corner. 


Marsiep Jetry.—This pretty dish resembles both in 
appearance and in the process of making it the very ornamontal 
marble known aa breccia ; it consists of various fragments united 
by a coment of a different colour. It may be either made with 
the remains left after a supper-party, or various kinds of jelly 
and blancmangs, or firm creams may be made on purpose 
which may be coloured yellow with saffron, turmoric, or egg 
yolk, green with spinach-juice, pink with beetroot-juice, and 
white with milk or cream. Blancmange has a very good effect 
for the veining, but any other jelly will do. At the bottom of 
your mould lay bits of various jellies broken up into pieces not 
too small. Over these pour the jelly for tho veins of the marble 
only just liquid. If too warm it will melt the pieces and 
cause the jelly to bocome cloudy. It is better not to put too 
many pieces in at once, otherwise (unless very stiff indeed) they 
will fall together by their own weight, and prevent the liquid 
jelly from filtering in between them. Cool the jelly as rapidly 
ag you can, and thon add more broken-up jelly and bind it 
together as before, until your mould js quite full, These 
harlequin or mosaic jellies admit of great variety in their com- 
position: for instance, the different jellies, without being broken 
up, can be mde to lio one above the other in regular strata: 
each jelly can have a differont flavour; and the mixture of 
opaque with transparent jellies produces a very pleasing effect. 
A pretty contrast is obtained by cooling jelly in a cylindrical 
mould (oval or circular), so as to leave a hollow in the middle, 
to be filled up with whipped cream.— Wholesome Fare. 

Home Mane Cuersz.—Tho following are receipts from the 
Gardener's Chronicle and Agricultural Gazette for Cream Cheese 
pia Bath Cheese, the one a rich, and tho other an ordinary 
curd :— 

Cream Cheese.—Take & quart of cream, or if not desired very 
rich, add thereto one pint of new milk; warm it in hot water, 
till it is abont the heat of milk from the cow; add ronnot (a 
tablespoonful) ; let. it atand: till thick; ‘thon break it slightly 
with a spoon, and place it in the frame, in which you have 
previously put a fine canvas cloth; prest it slightly with a 
weight ; te it stand a few hours; then put a finer cloth in the 
frame, and shift the cheese into it. A little powdered salt 
may be sprinkled over the cloth. It will be fit for use in a day 
or two. 

Bath Cheese.—To one gallon of now milk add two quarts of 
cold spring water, and rennet sufficiently to turn it (not hard). 
Take it gently out with the skimming-dish, and lay it in the 
vat until full, Puta weight upon it, and apply dry cloths for 
or two when turned out on a plate.

High Aue and General Gossip. 


Mrs. Fawcert, a lady who seems likely to rival her 
husband in literary distinction, if her latest contribution 
may be taken as a fair specimen of her powers, writes in 
the current number of Macmillan’s Magazine on the Educa- 
tion question, that has engaged so’: much attention lately. 
She pleads warmly for lady graduates at Cambridge, and 
our readers will bo interested to know the conclusions at 
which she arrives. ‘‘I believe,” she says, ‘few, even 
university man, are aware how easily it could be accom- 
plished at Cambridge. Tho only conditions which the 
University of Cambridge imposes on students prior to 
their passing their examinations are, that they keep a 
certain term of residence, and that they should attend 
| professors’ lectures. Now, residence may be kept in two 

ways ; either by entering at some college, in which case 
residence is kept either within its walls or in lodgings, or 
by residing in the house of some master of arts who has 
licensed his house asa ‘ hostel.’ In this latter manner 


setting foot within the walls of a college. There would, 
therefore, be no difficulty or impropriety in ladies ful- 
filling the conditionsof residence imposed by the university. 
Any married master of arts who is living at Cambridge 
could, by obtaining from the Vice-Chancellor the neces- 
| sary licence, convert his house into a hostel, and his sons 
or daughters, by residence in it, and by attending pro- 
| fessors’ lectures, would do all that the university requires 
of students previous to their passing, or trying to pass, 
their examinations. Of course it would be exceptionally 
easy for those ladies to keep residence whose fathers are 
masters of arts living at Cambridge ; but there would.be 
no conceivable danger or impropriety in allowing a re- 
spectable married M.A. to licence his house as a hostel for 
| girls not so favourably situated. ‘The difficulty of resi- 
dence, therefore, which many people regard as insuperable, 
being thus disposed of, what remains ? Simply attendance 
at professors’ lectures, and the admittance of girls to the 
examinations which the university imposes on those 
desirous of obtaining degrees. As for attendance at 
professors’ lectures, 80 many ladies in Cambridge already 
| do attend them, that it is unnecessary to say that there is 
no difficulty whatever in their doing so. It is no un- 
common thing in Cambridge for a professor to have a 
course of lectures largely and regularly attended by 
ladies.”’

The Madies’ Garden.

Tux past weok has been marked by all the sudden 
changes of temperature peculiar to early Spring, 
bright sunshine and cold easterly winds frequently: 
alternating. Both are injurious to most kinds of 
annuals newly transplanted, and therefore the 
amateur should work at this season of tho year 
with caution, Even in the transplanting of ever~ 

reens, for which operation April is perhaps the 
best month of the twelve, dull mild days should bo chosen. 

Annuals that have been raisod in frames should now b) 
hardened off, and those of the hardy kinds may be planted out. 
‘Towards the close of the month, the half hardy kinds should bo 
shifted and placed out in a good situation, Dull deve should 
be selected for the work of transplanting, and some light pro- 
tection might be afforded the plants with advantage. Should 
insects prove very troublesome, a little quicklime strewn over 


| tho soil noar the plants will be serviceable.

Pansies for autumnal flowering may be sown this month, or 
cuttings may be made of favourite kinds, The pansy requires 
for its successfal cultivation a shady situation, and a rich loamy 
soil plentifully supplied with water. 


Hollyhocks should bo got into their places, if not there 
already. ‘I'he stakes, which need not be more than four feet 
out of ground, should he driven into the ground, and then the 
plants turned out of their pots in front of the stakes and well 
watered in. Complete the sowing of annuals and of such 


perennials as will bloom the same year, such as delphiniums, 
antirrhinums, lobelias, &c. 


A writer, signing himself “a Lady’s Flower Gardener,” 
gives his experience of planta that he uses for a ribbon border 
with good effect. ‘Cho following are the plants he names for the 
separate lines. First lines, Cerastium tomentosnm, silvery 
white; second line, Lobelia speciosa, blue; third line, Tagetes 
signata pumila, yellow; fourth lino, Tom Thumb Geranium, 
scarlet; fifth Jine, Cineraria maritima, white leaf; sixth line, 
Perilla nankinensis, dark bronze. The effect of this arrange- 
ment, he states, has been hitherto very satisfactory. ‘Onl 
two of the subjects named,” he continues, “are what I eall 
brilliant plants—-viz., the Geraniuis and 'T'agetes, and these are 
strictly so, in fact, too much 80, nnless they are in company 
with others equally as showy, or unless they are used asin the 
above arrangement, belted with attractive foliage plants to tone 
thom down, which they do to a degree that wonld surprise 
anyone who has not seen them so placed. The view of our 
border from the chief points of the garden is across the lawn, so 
that we first have the softening tendency of the greenaward to 
carry the eye to the border, and, as this rises considerably from 
front to back, each individual line of flowers shows well up to 
the view.” 


Amateurs with « strong desire to grow ferns, we find, are 
often at a loss to decide what species they may select with any 
prospeet of success in the conservatory. John Barley, of the 
Albert Nurseries, Bayswater, recommends a fow that our readers 
may like to try. The noble North American fern, Woodwardia 
radicans, he states. ia one of the most desirable, but to see it in 
its beanty it should be grown in a basket and suspended, And 
if allowed root-room and plentifully supplied with water, the 
fronds grow from four to six feet long, and gently fall over the 
sides of the basket, forming a graceful curve, quite hiding the 
basket at.a little distance, When on the under-sides, of these 
fronds young plants appear, it is one of the most interesting 
objects in the conservatory, Of course it will do well in. pots, 
but should be elevated on another inverted pot to show its 
beanty. Very similar to it is W. orientalis; this kind has 
wide-spreading triangular-shaped fronds with deep serrated 
sepments. The upper surface of the fronds bears little bulbs, 
which in time become plants ; whilst in radicans they are borne 
on the under-side of the fronds. The young fronds of orientalis 
are of a heautiful brown colour, We may mention also a few good 
Lycopodiums or Selaginnellas—viz., 8. apoda, the dwarfest of 
the whole family ; 8. cosia, 8, erecta, 8. formosa, 8, Willdenovii, 
S. Martensii variegata, S. umbrosa, 8. densa, §, stolonifera, 8. 
lwvigata, | Now here are ten varieties, and every one different 
in growth and tint of foliage, and they will all do well ina con- 
servatory All that they require is to see that they never want 
for water, especially in the summer, for if they do they will 
soon lose their healthy green appearance. ‘I'he best plan to do 
with them in hot weather is to Jet them stand in’ saucers of 
water; that keeps them cool, and the vapour arising from the 
wator presorves their freshness and lustre, 


Mr. Burley’s hints on fern growing in general are also to the 


point, He says the way to grow ferns can be summed up ina | 
very few words. Firat, as tothe soil. The finer exotic kinds do | 


well in a mixture of equal parts of sandy peat, leaf-mould, 
silky loam, and cocoa-nut fibre, with a little silver sand in it 
when mixing. The large-growing kinds, as well as the 
British varieties, should: have a mixture of half fibrous loam, 
and the other half peat, leaf-monld, cocoa-nut: fibre, and sand 
with sifted ballast, that is, the clay burnt by, builders in some 
places to form the foundations of roads, &c. ; and where that is 
not to be had some pounded bricks will answer the purpose ag 
well. Tet it be well mixed ‘together, and pot them tolerably 
firm. Noxt. as to their treatment, All ferns like plenty of 
moisture and a shady spot to grow in, more especially in the 
summer time. And of course, if they are grown in a con- 
servatory under foliago plants, and mixed up with flowering 
plants, they will get it, more especially if a shading pf tiffany 
is placed outside the roof of the conservatory in the summer, 
which should be done to prolong the beauty of plants in flower. 
Under such circumstances fhe ferns will be quite at home and 
grow luxuriantly. Mind never to let them get dry in the hot 
weather, for if you do you will do them more injury in one 
day than one month's nursing will make good again. It isa 
good plan with all foliage plants, and ferns particularly, to 
shut up the house they are in the last thing at night, and give 
them a sprinkling with water overhead, and in.the morning 
they will be as fresh and vigorous as can be, and quite pre- 
pared and built up to stand the heat of the coming day.
